The local option leaders from differ 
ent parts of the county are holding a 
lovefeast at the First Congregational 
church 
this 
afternoon. Rev. 
Dr. 
Brooks Is chairman of the meetinsr and 
Rev. A. J. Wheeler secretary. The 
object of the meeting Is to thoroughly 
orf^anlze Berrien county for the coming 
local option war. 


A similar meeting was held six weeks 
ago in this city and two committees 
appointed to circulate local optlou peti­ 
tions in the county. The work in the 
northern part of the county was en­ 
trusted to Revs. A. J. Wheeler of Co- 
loma and L. G. Herbert of Watervliet. 
The committee for tt»e southern tier of 
townships consisted of E. K. Warren of 
Three Oaks, C. A. Clark, of Gallen, 
and Dr. Wedemyer. 


The first committee had the hardest 
territory, as It Included two of the 
largest cities, Benton Harbor and St. 
Joseph. In spite of this they have al­ 
ready secured 25 per cent of the voters 
in their territory, includint? 25 per cent 
of the voters of this city. 


St, Joseph is a problem that staggers 
the local optionists. Petitions Lave 
been circulated in each of the wards of 
that city. In the first var 1 it was im­ 
possible to get a single signer, and in 
the three other wards six signatures 
were secured. One of the leaders said 
to The N e w s in regard to St. Joseph: 


¡‘When Abraham prayed that Sodom 
might be saved he just asked that it be 
so If fifty righteous men could be found. 
He kept reducing the number of the 
righteous down to ten, and if the local 
optionists should pray for St. Joseph 
they would have to ask that destruc­ 
tion be averted because there were six 
who favored 
the 
outlawing of the 
saloon.'’

W ith the shipping facilities which 
Benton H arbor offers there is no rea­ 
son why such enterprises cannot be se 
cured. There is plenty of available 
and around Benton 
Harbor which 
could 
be 
bought 
at 
a 
reason­ 
able 
figure 
and 
why 
would 
it 
not 
be 
a 
good 
idea 
for 
the citizens 
to 
buy some of this 
land and erect thereon a building 
which would accomodate about six es­ 
tablishments, employing forty or fifty 
hands each. Power could be furnished 
to all from one engine, thereby reduc- 
ng the cost to a minimum. 


In Chicago there is any number of 
manufacturers, employing from thirty 
to fifty hands, who have to put up with 
very limited space and pay enormous 
rents, and who would be only too glad 
to get a chance to come to Benton Htir- 
bor if offered the inducement of free 
rent for a certain length of time, and 
the benefit which would be derived by 
the city can readily be seen. 


Let the matter be taken up and ag­ 
itated by some of our enterprising 
citizens and see what the result will be. 


PARTLY TRUE. 


The 
meeting this afternoon was 
opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. Hess, 
of Berrien Springs, and then Rev. Mr. 
W heeler made his report. The people 
of the county are ready for local option, 
be said, and it is possiblf^ that when 
the canvass Is completed a majority 
of the voters will nave signed lae peti­ 
tion. To insure 
the election 3,000 
names are required. 


Mr. Wheeler pointed out the need of 
rapid work. Unless the law goes into 
etrect before May I, the saloons will 
have their licenses for another year 
and local option will not take effect un­ 
til May 1899. 


A committee consisting of Revs. 
Wheeler, Herbert and Kldred were ap­ 
pointed to report a plan for organizing 
the county. The plan adopted was to 
have a chairman in each voting pre­ 
cinct who will have a member of his 
committee in each school district and a 
county executive committee to consist 
of seven members

H A W K K Y E ST A IK HAS BA D LUCK. 


But the Story of Marsh Odors at Oalien 
ia Untrue. 


The Detroit Journal prints this part­ 
ly true story about Galien: 


The recent and present diphtheria 
epidemic and prevalence of typhoid fe­ 
ver at Galien and vicinity has given 
strength to the opinion that that re­ 
gion is unhealthful, due no doubt to 
the draining and clearing up in the 
last few years of the immense swamps 
that exist in that part of Berrien coun­ 
ty. In less than six years thousands 
of acres of valuable swamp land have 
been rendered fit for cultivation, and 
this land, containing the richest dark 
soil, well fertilized with the rotteti 
roots of bushes and the decayed bones 
of every kind of animal, emits odors 
of every description, which is capable 
of scattering broadcast the germs of 
disease. To this swamp land Galien 
owes her recent diphtheria scourge 
and south of Galien. where more re­ 
cently the drainag-» has taken place 
typhoid fever has appeared in 
the 
worst form in several homes 
These marshes, which a number of 
years ago could have been bought by 
the acre for a mere song, are now held 
at a handsome figure, and the owners 
are considered rich men. Tlie marshes 
are a continuation of the great Kanka 
kee marsh, and less than a score of 
years ago they were the mecca of 
hunters, abounding in game of every 
description. They were as imi)euetra- 
ble as the greao Dismal swamp, and 
more than once thev were the refuge of 
the criminal, who was safe from cai)- 
ture in its fastnesses. 


Today, where these swamps once 
stood, there appears a dark prairie, 
rolling away in every direction as far 
as the eye can see. 
*‘It’s an ill wind 
that blows no good,” and while Galien 
s suffering from a scourge caused 
mainly by these ill-smelling, disease- 
breeding swamps, yet they are more 
than a Klondike in value to their own­ 
ers, in the cultivation of the cabbage 
alone. Thousands and thousands of 
acres alone are raised on this dark 
muck, and between Galien and Three 
Oaks in season miles and miles of rows 
of cabbage can be seen from the rail­ 
road. Cabbage enough to supply near­ 
ly the entire state of Michigan is raised 
on this muck land every year, and 
hundreds of carloads are shipped to 
every state in the union, finding a ready 
market. 


Next year an attempt will be made to 
raise celery on this land, and as the 
soil seems peculiarly adapted to its cul­ 
tivation, being low, rich and damp, Ga­ 
lien may be able to outrival Kalamazoo 
in the production of the latter’s favor­ 
ite vegetable.

Cedar Rapids. Ia.. Jan. 10.—At Cedar 
Falls Saturday evening Earl Coleman, 
13 years old, son of Presiding Elder F. 
M. Coleman, was kidnaped from In 
front of hla father's residence by Fred 
Champlain, who started towards the 
woods with him. Cashier Miller, of the 
First National bank, attem pted to res­ 
cue the boy, but Champlain drove him 
back with a revolver, and before a 
posse could be organized the pair had 
disappeared. 
At 11:50 at night C ham ­ 
plain was dicsovered in the basement 
of the Opera House. 
He was armed 
heavily, and had killed the boy, it was 
reared. 


About midnight Hon. W. Ellis and 
City Attorney Lermer discovered 
his 
hiding place and attempted to rescue 
the boy. 
Champlain discovered them 
in the dark and began shooting, one 
bullet passing through Ellis’ hat. 
He 
snapped his gun five times while the 
muzzle was against Ellis’ breast, but 
It failed to work. 
Ellis and Lermei 
then beat a hasty retreat and sum ­ 
moned help. Men began chtyjping holes 
in the floor, and Rev. Lockwood finally 
persuaded 
Champlain 
to 
come 
out. 
promising him protection. Ofllcers and 
others guarded him on the way to JrU, 
but It was hard work to save him from 
the mob. The boy was unhurt. 


Two years ago Champlain was con- 
verx*id at a revival here and ever since 
has had a str»nge fascination for little 
Earl and has sought his company at 
every opportunity. He w’as at last for­ 
bidden by liev. Coleman to see Earl 
except at his house. He made a s ta te ­ 
ment to Rev. Lockwood, but the latter 
refuses to say what It was. 


News from Searsberg, a town near 
Montezuma, Saturday night indicated 
a lynching there before morning, but 
the prLsijner was brought 
here after 
much risk and trouble. 
It seems that 
a medicine company gave a matinet 
there. At the close of the performance 
the traveling doctor called three little 
girls behind the curtain. When the au ­ 
dience left he outraged one girl, but 
the others escaped and gave the alarm 
The doctor 
barricaded 
himself In 
building, surrounded by an infuriated 
mob, and the sheriff and his deputies 
had a hot time rescuing him and getting 
him here.

ProApsotlv* C^sadidstss.for the LeirfHtatms 
Pledged to Biuhnell b j His Friend» and 
Then "Pnt In » Hole*’ by the Gountjr and 
Stste ConTentlons Instruoting for Hanns 
—OrlfntK Once More Oocs Into the Hanna 
Camp—Public MeetlngH. 
Columbua,, O., Jan. 10.—Ex-Governor 
Charles Foster, who waa secretary of 
the treasury under Harrison, arrived 
In the city last night. 
He has been 
consldei‘ed: a compromise candidate for 
senator, and by some as unfriendly to 
Hanna, but he soon declared himself 
for the senator under the existingr cir­ 
cumstances,and was in conference with 
the senator soon after his arrival. The 
followingr wa« given out last nigtit by 
the Hanna, men: “Some recent develop­ 
m ents regarding the early history of 
the 
present 
senatorial 
campaign 
are 
especially 
pertinent 
to 
the 
present moment because they fully 
Justify the course of those men who 
are now asking to withdraw any agree­ 
ment which they m ay have made to 
support another than Senator Hanna. 
It is now known th at the plan to elect 
Governor Bushnell or Mr. Kurtz to the 
senatorship was developed immediately 
after the appointment of Mr. Hanna 
on March 4. 


*>£arly Bird C»tchen the Worm.** 
“Before the month of March had end­ 
ed pledges in behalf of Governor Bush­ 
nell were being 
obtained in various 
parts of the state from men ambitious 
to become members of the legislature. 
The managers who outlined this plan 
knew who would be likely to be candi­ 
dates for the nominations and in cases 
where it was possible to make combina­ 
tions with them did so, requiring the 
candidates, in return for their support 
by the combination, to pledge them ­ 
selves to vote for Governor Bushnell 
for the senate. It is known that In a 
number of cases agreements of this 
kind were made in March and April, 
long prior to the meeting of the state 
and county conventions which when 
held declared unanimously for Senator 
Hanna. 


Pledged Becom es flmbsmuHiing. 


"That the existence of these pledges 
thus became a m atter of temporary 
embarrassment to the men who had 
made them without the knowledge that 
the conventions would declare for any in- 
dividaul goep without saying, but that 
their first duty after accepting a nom­ 
ination and election under these cir­ 
cumstances was to withdraw their 
pledges made before these new con­ 
ditions arose is equally apparent. Those 
pledges were made upon the supposi­ 
tion that the election of senator would 
follow the usual course, and that each 
member would be entirely free to vote 
for such individual candidate as his 
judgment might dictate. 
When it de­ 
veloped later, however, that both the 
state and county conventions declared 
unequivocally for a single individual 
the men accepting nominations under 
those condltons were placed in an en­ 
tirely new position. 


GRIFFITH 18 FOR HANNA NOW, 


H e Find« HIM Home Too W arm for a Mem« 
ber of the Opponltion. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 10.—A delegation 
of Republicans arrived from Marysville, 
Union county, late Saturday night, and 
at midnight the last statem ent of 
Speaker Pro Tem, Griffith was given 
out. 
In his statem ent Griffith 
says 
that he was a candidate for speaker 
pro tem, and when he discovered that 
a slate had been made up leaving him 
out in the cold he joined in a combina­ 
tion to break the slate and secure the 
coveted place. He says th at he always 
expected to vote for H anna and fully 
exonerates the latter 
from 
any in­ 
tentional Indignities 
offered to Mrs. 
Griffith. 
He says that he found his 
association with the combine had of­ 
fended his Republican constituents, so 
much so that it made it unpleasant for 
him to return home. 


His visit to Marysville shows him, he 
says, that the Republican sentiment is 
for Hanna and, obeying their demand 
he announces his intention of voting 
for H anna as long as H anna is a can­ 
didate. 
As this statem ent gives the 
Hanna men on their claims 73 votes of 
record in writing there Is great rejoic­ 
ing at their headquarters over having 
the necessary majority. 
At the head­ 
quarters of the opposition they say 
they still have a m ajority over all and 
that they will yet have Grlfflth and 
Manuel bacV before the ballot begins. 


Reports from indignation meetings In 
the counties are pouring into the Han­ 
na headquarters. These meetings are of 
the clubs, county committees and other 
organizations, and speeches are made 
and resolutions adopted against Gov­ 
ernor Bushr^ll, the bolting Republican 
members and others. 
The indignation 
goes to the extent of resolutions In­ 
sisting that Harry C. Mason resign as 
speaker and that all other Republicans 
elected to legislative offices by the bolt­ 
ing Republicans combining with the 
Democratic members give up their 
places or get out of the Republican 
party. 
There are those who have no 
authority to speak for H anna insisting

Rural Free Delivery 1» Interesting Post- 
mnster General Gary. 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
10 .— Postm aster 
General Gary Is taking a great deal of 
interest In the m atter of the extension 
of free mail delivery in the rural dis­ 
tricts. The department was given $50,- 
000 with which to make experiments 
In this line during the present fiscal 
year, and those already tried have 
proved very successful. 
General Gary 
hopes that congress will make a much 
larger appropriation for the purpose 
during the coming year with which to 
extend the sphere of the experments al­ 
ready undertaken. 
In this connection 
he has prepared and sent to Chairman 
Loud, of the postofUce committee, a re­ 
port showing the extent to which rural 
free delivery has been put in operation 
in Europe. 


In Great Britain the free delivery of 
letters was begun about fifty years ago. 
All mails are dollvered at the office of 
the addresi»es without extra charge, the 
rural postman making a daily walk 
of from fifteen to eighteen miles and 
receiving a compensation of 18 shillings, 
or about $4.50 per week. Pensions are 
granted in cases of permanent inca­ 
pacity after ten years of active duty. 
Rural posts are believed to be self- 
supporting 


Low Hates tn the Monetary Convention. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 10.—Reduced rail­ 
road rates from every point In the 
country will be granted to delegates 
to the monetary convention. The cen­ 
tral traffic and trunk line associatU^ns 
have agreed to make the rates over their 
lines one fare for the round trip. 
Through these two association.«» the 
work of securing rates has been sys­ 
tematically extended to the other or­ 
ganizations and those yet to be heard 
from, as is expected to make the one 
fare for the round trip or not more than 
3iie and one-third. 
From letters re­ 
ceived it is estimated that the coming 
convention will be as largely attended 
by delegates as was the flr.'Jt one. 


Important Legal Oecision. 


Milwaukee. Jan. 10. — An Important 
dleclslon was rendered Saturday by 
Judge Ludwig, In the case of the 
3outhern National bank of New York 
against the garnishees of H. S. Mack, 
which affirms the validity of all thQ 
preferences, to the amount of $100,000, 
made by H. S. Mack at the time of hia 
failure, excluding all creditors who 
have no preferences from their share in 
the assets.

For its 
realization I have spared no conscious 
efforts and the same is true of those 
within my home. We unitedly have 
given you our best efforts. We have 
wiihholden nothing consciously that 
might minister to your upbuilding. 
You have freely had our best. 


But it has been forcing itself upon 
me that I cannot accomplish my desirea» 
in your behalf and that I must leave 
the task to other and more skillful 
hands. True the expression of your 
wishes last Sabbath leads me to believe 
that any change in oar present rela­ 
tions would be a source of regret to a 
very large part of thecongrcijation and 
while at least four-tifths of the money 
subscribed points in the same direction 
yet I am constrained to think that the 
oest interests of the church will be con­ 
served by ray withdrawing rather than 
by my remaining. I fear that in the 
latter case contentions might arise, the 
evil effects of which might remain for 
years. This I would not have. There 
must be peace if there be prosperiiy. 


I do therefore with great sadne- of 
heart, and with a feeling vfsore Uisap- 
pointment that 1 have failed to 
you 
the good I have thought.give you the re­ 
quired three months’ notice of the dis­ 
solution of our present relations, which 
will cease March 31, 1898. 


And now, will you not, dear friends, 
unite with me in loving efforts to make 
these few remaining wteks the most 
fruitful of all the weeks that have 
passed since we clasped hands as j)as- 
tor and peopled God grant that it may 
be so.

Governor Pinerree Objects to Some the 
Board H as Made. 


At a meeting of the joiiit prison 
boards in Lansing, Warden Freeman 
of Marquette explained the new cigar 
contract at the upper peninsula prison. 
It took effect this w'cek and calls for 
100 convicts for live years. The con­ 
tractors furnish all material and pay $1 
per thousand for all cigars manufac­ 
tured. The state furnishes shop room 
and power to the extent of four-horse 
power. 


The contract recently entered into 
by the Ionia board with Albert Wallen- 
stien of Albany, for the labor of 300 
men at shirt making, was discussed. 
Thia contract is to commence May 1 
and continue for 10 years. The state is 
to receive 35 cents per day for each con­ 
vict. 


Governor Pingree thought that there 
was not another board in the country 
thrti, would let a contract for 10 years 
at 35 centos pel* marl per day.

tree, and burned them to death for the 
murder of Mrs. Frank Leard, a white 
woman. Four others are suspected of 
complicity in the murder, and the set­ 
tlers are scouringr the country in small 
parties, declaring that there will be an ­ 
other burning as soon as the wretches 
are found. 
Before being put to this 
barbarous and savage method of death 
the alleged civilized 
people who put 
Oklahoma in training for the lynch in­ 
famy 
prize of 1898 
had 
repeatedly 
hanged McGeesey in order to extort a 
confession. 


Killed with Her Husband’s Onn. 


On last Thursday, during Leard’s ab­ 
sence, an Indian went to the Leard 
house, where Mrs. Leard 
was alone 
w4th her four small children, aged 8, 6, 
4 and 1. He first demanded water, then 
asked for a saddle, and on being refused 
grabbed the woman, who had her baby 
in her arms, and dragged her into the 
yard. She attempted to run, when the 
Indian seized a W inchester rifle be­ 
longing to Leard, and following her up 
brought the gun with crushing force 
down on her head, burying the barrel 
In her brain. 
The woman fell dead. 
The Indian then demanded money of 
the oldest child and searched the prem ­ 
ises, but failed to find a purse contain­ 
ing about $70, which Mrs. Leard had 
concealed in her dress. 
He then left 
the house. 


llody Partly Eaten by Hofps. 


The murder occurred on Thursday 
evening, and the children were unable 
to get the body of their mother into the 
house. The cold prevented them stay­ 
ing with it, and during the night the 
corpse was almost devoured by hogs. 
It is alleged that McGeesey was hired 
to commit the murder in order to get 
rid of a clique of white settlers out of 
favor with the Indians. When the mob 
chained the Indians to the tree they 
met their doom with the usual stoicism 
of their race. 
No secret was made of 
the fact that the Indians had been 
burned to death. Great uneasiness ex­ 
ists along the Oklahoma border and the 
impression prevails that much more 
bloodshed will follow the work of the 
mob. 


W hy N ot? Indians Also Are Savages. 
St. Loulfi, Jan, 10.—A special to The 
Republic from Muskogee, I. T., says: 
An alarming state of riot prevails In 
the Seminole nation, and unless Imme­ 
diate stops are taken by the United 
States authorities a bloody Indian up­ 
rising may result. This is on account 
of the burning of two Indians by whites 
for the murder of Mrs. Leard Jan. 5. 
Late last night Dr. C. P. Linn, chief 
physician of the Seminole nation, tele­ 
graphed to both Indian Agent Wisdom 
and Marshal Bennett for assistance In 
quelling the state of war that prevails 
In the nation. 
He confirmed the newa 
of the stake burnings and gave the 
names of the sun’erers as Lincoln Me- 
Gresey and Palm er Samson, two young 
Seminóles. 
Both 
the 
Indians 
came 
from respectable Seminole families and 
their fearful death has aroused their 
friends and relatives to frenzy.

She HiiM Four **NlKfC«rs*' Stmnir Up for the 
F in t W eek of 1808. 


Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 10.—Four col­ 
o r ^ men have been lynched in the vi­ 
cinity of Bearden, Ark., within the last 
few days. Two were guilty of assault 
and two were murderers. The former, 
Devoe and Huntley, were swung up 
near Harlow Mill ranch, about three 
mile« north of Bearden, while the m ur­ 
derers met their fate near the town of 
Little Bay, a few miles south of Bear­ 
den. Devoe and Huntley met their fate 
for an attem pted assult a year ago 
on a Mrs. Paine, a white woman, at 
Bearden. 
Both negroes escaped after 
their crime, but a few days ago Devoe 
put in an appearance, was promptly 
arrested, and told where Huntley could 
be found. 


The two other men lyrched were ac­ 
cused of the m urder of Bart Frederick, 
a water pumper for the Cotton Belt 
railway at Kingsland, a few days ago. 
The detail« of this lynching are not ob­ 
tainable, but it is reported that three 
negroes were captured and that two 
were hanged. 
The third was wanted 
a t Kingsland on another charge, and 
he was turned over to the sheriff of 
Cleveland county.

r Let the young men now arise and play 
¡before us,’* 
! There are two armies encamped by the 
ipool of Gibeon. > The tim e hangs heavily 
¡on their iiands. One army proposes a game 
M tw ord fencing. Nothing could bo more 
ihealthful and innocent. 
The other army 
•ooepts the challenge. Twelve men against 
13 men, the sport opens. 
But something 
w ent adversely. Perhaps one of the swords- 
¡inen got an unlucky clip or in some way 
jhad his ire aroused, and th at which opened 
lln sportfulness ended in violence, each one 
Inking his contestant by the hair and then 
.^ith the sword thrusting him in the side, 
!fo that that which opened in innoccnt fun 
jended in the massacre of all the 24 sports* 
!men. 
Was there ever a better illustration 
I w hat was true then and is true now, 
jthat th at which is Innocent may be made 
idestructive? 


I 
A t this season of the year the clubhouses 
of our towns and cities are in full play. I 
!have found out th at there is a legitim ate 
.and an illegitim ate use of the clubhouse, 
lln the one case it may become a healthful 
recreation, like the contest of the 34 men 
In the text when they began their play; 
in the other case it-*becomos the massacre 
of body, m ind and soul, as in the case of 
ithese contestants of the text when they 
had gone too far with vt.hoir sport. All in- 
itelligent ages have had their gatherings 
ifor political, social, artistic, literary pur­ 
poses—gatherings characterized by the 
blunt old Anglo-Saxon designation of 
“ club.” 


Fomoiu Clnbs. 


If you have read history, you know 
th at there was a K ing’s Head club, a Bon 
Jonson club, a Brothers’ club, to which 
Swift and Bolingbroke belonged; a Liter­ 
ary club, which Burke and Goldsmith and 
Johnson and Boswell made im mortal; a 
Jacobin club, a Benjamin Franklin Junto 
club—some of these to indicate justice, 
some to favor the arts, some to promote 
good manners, some to despoil the habits, 
some to destroy the soul. If one will write 
an honest history of the clubs of England, 
Ireland, Scotland, Franco and the United 
States for the last 100 years, ho will write 
the history of the world. The club was an 
institution born on English soil, but it 
has thrived well in American atmosphere. 
Who shall tell how many belong to that 
kind of club where men put purse's togeth­ 
er and open house, apportioning the ex­ 
pense of caterer and servants and room, 
and having a sort of domestic c.^tablish- 
m ent—a style of clubhouse which in my 
opinion is far better than the ordinary 
hotel or boarding house? 
But my object 
now is to speak of clubhouses of a dilTer- 
ent sort, such as the Cosmos or Chevy 
Chaso or Lincoln club of this capital, or 
the Union Leagues of many cities, the 
United Service club of London, the Lotos 
of Now York, whore journalists, dram a­ 
tists, sculptors, painters and artists from 
all branches gather togetljer to discuss 
newspapers, theaters and elaborate art, 
like the Amerieus, which camps out in 
sum m er time, dimpling the pool with its 
hook and arousing the forest with its stag 
hunt; like the Century club, which has 
its largo group of venerable lawyers and 
poets; like the Army and Navy club, where 
those who cn.L;aged in warlike service once 
on the land or tho sea now come together 
to talk over the days of cnrnnge; like the 
New York Yacht club, with its lloating 
palaces of beauty upholstem l with velvet 
and paneled with ebuny, having all tho 
advantages of electric bell, and of gaslight, 
and of king's pantry, one pleasure boat 
costing |3,0U0, another |!15,000, ai.oth- 
or $80,000, another lOfi.OOO, the Ueet 
of 
pleasure 
boats 
belonging 
to 
the 
club having co.st over |2 ,000,000; like 
the American Jockey club, to which 
belong men who liave a passionate fond­ 
ness for horsun, fine horses, tis iuul Job 
when, in tho Scriptures, he gives us a 
sketch of th at king of licasts, the arch of 
its neck, tho nervousnoss of its foot, tho 
majesty of its gait, the whirlwind of its 
power, crying out: “ Hast thou clothed his 
nock with thunder? 
The glory of his nos­ 
trils is terrible; he paweth in the valley 
and rojoiceth in his strength, he saith 
among tho trum pets ha! ha! and hesmell- 
eth tho battle afar off, tho thunder of tho 
capt^iins, and tho shouting,” like the 
Travelers' club, tho Blossom club, the 
Palette club, tho Commercial club, the 
Liberal club, tho Stable Gang club, tho 
A m ateur Boat club, tho gam bling clubs, 
the winp clubs, the clubs of all sizes, tho 
clubs o f all morals, clubs as good as good 
can 1)6 and clubs as bad as bad can bo, 
clubs innumerable. 
During tho day they 
are comparatively lazy places. 
Hero and 
thero an aged man reading a newspaper, 
or an employee dusting a sofa, or a clerk 
w riting up tho accounts, but when the 
curtain of tho night fulls on tho natural 
day then tiio curtain of tho clubhouse 
hoists for the entertainm ent. 
Let us 
hasten up now tho marble stairs. 
What 
an imperial hallway! See, hero are par­ 
lors on the side, w ith the upholstery of the 
Kremlin and tho Tuileries, and hero aro 
dining halls that challenge you to mention 
any luxury that they cannot atTord, and 
hera are galleries with sculpture and 
paintings and lithographs and drawings 
I ' 
ii’oin the best of artists, Cropsey and 
B lerstadt and Church 
and H art and 
laifford—pictures for every njood, whether 
you aro impassioned or placid; shipwivok 
or sunlight over the sea, Sheridan's rldu, 
or the noonday party of tho farmers under 
the trees, foandng deer pursued by the 
hounds in the Adirondack» or tho sheep 
on the law c. On this side thero are read- 
I 
Ing rooms where you find all newspapers 
and magazines. 
On that side there is a 
library, where you find all books, from 
hermeneutics to tho fairy tale. Coming in 
. «jRfl out t^ere aro gentlemen, some of 
> whom stay ten m inutes, others stay many 
bourn. Some of these aro from luxurious 
boroeSi and they have excused themselves 
for awhile from tho domestic circle that 
they may enjoy the larger sociability of 
the olubhouse, These are from dismember- 
od households, and they have a plain lodg^ 
Ing somewhere, but they come to this club- 
room to huve their chief enjoyment, One 
IfiaokbAll Amid ten votes will defeat a 
Siaii*! beoonilng • member.

tbing almost lotoietal^e;,! 
men at this tablée It'ls easy to understa 
what they are at from the flushed cheek, 
tho intent look, the almost angry way of 
tossing the dice or of moving the “ chips.” 
They aro gambling. 
A t another table are 
men who are telling vile stories. They are 
three*fourths intoxicated, and between 12 
and 1 o’clock they will go staggering, 
hooting, swearing, shouting on their way 
home. 
That is an only son. 
On him all 
kindness, all care, all culture has been be­ 
stowed. 
He is paying his parents in this 
way for their kindness. 
That is a young 
m arried'm an'w ho only a few months ago 
at the altar made promises of kindness 
and fidelity, every one of which he has 
broken. 
Walk through and see for your­ 
self. Here are all the implements of dissi­ 
pation and of quick death. 
As the hours 
of the night go away tho conversation be­ 
comes imbécile and more debasing. 
Now 
it is time to shut up. 
Those who are able 
to stand will get out on the pavement and 
balance themselves against the lamppost 
or against the railings of the fence. 
The 
young man who is not able to stand will 
have a bed improvised for him in tho club­ 
house, or two not quite so overcome with 
liquor will conduct him to his father’s 
house, and they will ring tho doorbell, and 
the door will open, and tho two imbecile 
escorts will introduce into the hallway the 
ghastliest and most hellish spectacle that 
ever enters a front door—a drunken son. 
If tho dissipating clubhouses of this coun­ 
try would make a contract with tho inferno 
to provide it 10,000 men a year, and for 
80 years, on tho condition that no more 
should be asked of them, the clubhouses 
could afford to make that contract, for 
they would save homesteads, save fortunes, 
save bodies, minds and souls. 
The 10,000 
men who would l)e sacriliced by that con­ 
tract would be but a small part of tho 
m ultitude sacrificed without the contract. 
B ut I mako a vast difference between 
clubs. 
I have belonged to four clubs—a 
theological club, a ball club and two liter­ 
ary clubs. 
I got from them physical re 
juvenation and moral health. 
What shall 
bo the principle? 
If Go^Mvill help me, 
will lay dow'n three principles by which 
you may judge whether the club where 
you aro a member or tho club to which 
you have been invited is a logitimato or 
an illegitim ate clubhouse. 


First of all I w ant you to test tho club 
by Its inüuences on homo, if you have a 
homo! 
I have been told Ijy a prominent 
gentleman in club life that three-fourths 
of the members of tho great clubs of these 
cities are m arried men. 
That wife soon 
loses her influence over her husband who 
nervously and foolishly looks upon all 
evening absence as an assault on domes­ 
ticity. 
How aro tho great enterprises of 
art and literature and beneiicence and 
public weal to bo carried on if every man 
is to have his world bounded on one side 
by his front doorstep and on the other 
side by his back window, knowing noth­ 
ing higher than his own attic or nothing 
lower than his own cellar? 
That wife 
who becomes jealous of her husband’s a t­ 
tention to art or literature or religion or 
charity is breaking hur own scepter of 
conjugal power. 
I know an instance 
where a wife thought that her husband 
was giving too many nights to Christian 
service, to charitable service, to prayer 
meetings and to religious convocation 
She systenuitically decoyed him away un 
til now he attends no church and is on a 
rapid way to destruction, his morals gone 
his money gone anil, I fear, his soul gone 
Let any Ciiristian wife rejoico when her 
husband consecrates evenings to the serv 
ice of God, or to charity, or to art, or to 
anything elevated, but let not men sacri 
lice honio life to club life. I can point out 
to you a great many names of nien who 
are guilty t)f this .sacrilege. 
Tliey are as 
genial as angels at the ciubhuuse and as 
ugly as sin at home. 
They aro generuus 
on all sulijects of wine suppers, yachts and 
fast horses, but they aro stingy abuut the 
wife’s dress anil the children's shoes 
That man has made that which m ight bu 
a healthful recreati«»n a usurper of his 
affections, and he has njarried it, and ho 
is guilty of moral bigamy. 
Under thi.* 
process tho wife, whatever her features 
becomes uninteresting and homely. 
Ho 
becomes critical of her, does not liUo the 
dress, does not like the way she arrange 
her hair, is amazed th at he ever was so 
unrom antic as to offer her hand and heart 
Sho is always w anting nioney, money 
when she ought to bo discussing Eclipse 
and Dexter and Derl)y day and English 
drags with six horses, all answ ering the 
pull of ono “ ribbon.” 


Clubbed to Death. 


I tell you thero are thousands of housi 
in tho cities lieing clubbed to death. There 
are clubhouses whero membership alway 
involves don>estic shipwreck. 
Tell me 
that a nuiu has joined a certain club, tell 
nio nothing more about him for ten years 
and 1 will write his history if ho Ijo still 
alive. 
The man is a wine gu//.ler, his 
wife broken hearted or prematurely old 
his fortune gone or reduced and his honie 
a mere name in a directory. 
Hero are six 
secular nights in the week. “ What shall 
do with ihem?” says the father and the 
husband. “ I will give four of tlioso night 
to the improvement and entertainm ent of 
my family, either at homo or in good 
neighborhood. 
1 will devote one to cliari 
taljle institutions. 1 will devoto ono to the 
club.” 
I congratulate you. 
Here i 
nuin who says: “ I will nmko a different 
division of tho six night.s. 
1 will take 
three for the club and three for other pur 
poses.” 
1 tremble. 
Here is a man who 
says, “ Out of tho six secular nights of th 
week I will devoto five to the clubhouse 
and one to the home, which night 1 will 
spend In scowling like a March squall 
wishing 1 was out spending it as I had 
spent tho other live. ” 
That m an’s obitu 
ary is written. Not ono out of 10,(J0u that 
ever gets so far ou tho wrong road ever 
stops. 
Gradually his health will fail 
through late hours and through too nmch 
stimulus. 
He will be llrst rate prey for 
erysipelas and rheunmtism of tho heart. 
The doctor, coming in, will at a glance seo 
it is not only preseiit diseuse ho m ust fight, 
but years of fast living. 
Tho clergyman, 
for the sake of tho feelings of the family, 
on tho funeral day will only talk in reli­ 
gious generalities. Then njen who got his 
yacht in the eternal rapids will not bo at 
the obsequie#. 
They will havo pressing 
engagements that day.

And yet how many 
there are which feel honored to 
th at worm oaten tug, though 
them straight into tho breakers. 


Another test by which you 
whether your club is legitim ate or Illegiti­ 
m ate—the effect it has on your secular oc­ 
cupation. 
I can understand how through 
such an institution a man can reach com­ 
mercial successes. 
I know some men have 
formed 
their 
best 
business 
relations 
through such a channel. 
If the club has 
advantaged you In an honorable calling, 
is a legitimate club. 
B ut has your 
credit failed? 
Are bargain makers n>oro 
cautious how they trust you w ith a bill of 
goods? 
Have the men whoso names were 
down in the commercial agency A l before 
they entered the club been going down 
ever slnco in commercial standing? 
Then 
look out! 
You and I every day know of 
commercial establishments going to ruin 
through the social excesses of ono or two 
members, their fortunes beaten to death 
with ball players’ bat, or cut amidships 
by the front prow of tho regatta, or going 
down under the swift hoofs of tho fast 
lorses, or drowned in large potations of 
ugnac and monongahela. 
Their club­ 
house was the “ Loch E arn.” 
Their busi­ 
ness house was the “ Vlllo du H avre.” 
They struck, and tho “ Vlllo viu Havre” 
went under. 


A Test of Merit. 


A third test by which you may know 
whether the club to which you belong, or 
tho club to who.so membership you aro in ­ 
vited, is a legitimate club or an illegiti­ 
mate club lathis: What is its effect on 
your sense of moral and religious obliga­ 
tion? 
Now, if I should take the names of 
all tho people in any audience and put 
them on a roll and then I should lay that 
roll back of the organ and 100 years from 
now some ono should take that roll and 
call It from A to Z, there would not ono 
of you answer. 
I say that any association 
that makes me forget that fact is a bad 
association. 
Now to nuiny of the cities 
there are two routes, and you can take tho 
Pennsylvania railroad or the Baltimore 
and Ohio; but suppose th at I hear that on 
ono route the track is torn up, and tho 
bridges aro torn down, and tho switches 
are unlocked? It will not take mo a great 
while to decide which road to take. Now, 
hero aro two roads iiito tho future, the 
Christian and tlie un-Christian, tho safe 
and the unsafe. An institution or any as­ 
sociation that confuses my idea in regard 
to thiit fact is a bad institution and a bad 
association. 
I had prayers before I joined 
tho club. Did I havo them after? I attend­ 
ed tho house of God before I connected 
myself with tho club. 
Since that union 
with tho club do I absent piyself from re­ 
ligious inffuences? Which would you rather 
have In your hand when you come to die, 
a pack of cards or a Biblo? 
Which would 
you rather have pre.ssed to your lips in the 
closing moment, the cup of Belshazzarean 
wassail or tho chalice of Christian com­ 
munion? 
Who would you rather have for 
your pallbearers, the elders of a Christian 
church or the companions whoso conver­ 
sation was full of slang and innuendo? 
Who would you rather have for your eter­ 
nal companions, those men who spend 
tlu^ir evenings betting, gambling, swejir- 
ing, carousing and telling vile stories or 
your little child, that bright girl whom 
the Lord took? 
Oh, you would not have 
been away so njuch nights, would you. If 
you had known she was going away so 
soon? Dear me, your hou.se has never lieen 
tho .same place since. Your wife has never 
brightened up. 
She has not got over it; 
sho never will get over it. 
How long tho 
evenings are, w ith no ono to put to bod 
and no one to tell the beautiful Bible story 1 
What a pity it Is that you cannot spend 
niore evenings at honjo in trying to help 
her bear that sorrow ! 
You can never 
drown that grief in tho wine cup. 
You 
can never break away from tho little anns 
that used to bo Hung around your neck 
whiii» sho used to say, “ Papa, do stay home 
tonight—do stay homo tonight.” 
You 
will never bo able to wipe away from your 
lips tho dying kiss of your little girl. 


The fa.scinatiou of a dissipating clul)- 
houso is so great that sometimes a nuin 
has turned his back on his homo when his 
child was dying of scijrlot fever. Ho went 
away.

ho will say, “ T h at’s my business.” Then 
gome time he will come to tho store or tho 
bank cross and befoggud, and ho will neg­ 
lect some duly, and aftiir awhilo ho will 
lose his place, and then with nothing to 
do he will come down at 10 o'clock in tho 
m orning to curse tho servant because tho 
breakfast is cold. Tho lad who was a clerk 
in the cellar has got to be chief clerk in 
tho great commercial establishm ent; tho 
young man who ran errands for tho bank 
has got to bo cashier; thousands of tho 
young men who were at tho foot of the 
ladUer have got to tho top of tho ladder, 
but hero goes tho victim of tho dissipating 
clubhouse, with staggering step and blood­ 
shot eye and m ud bespattered hat set side- 
wise on a shock of greasy hair, his cravat 
dashed with cigar ashenr. 
Look a t him! 
Pure hearted young man, look at him! 
The clubhouse did that. I know one such 
who went the whole round, and turned 
out of the l^igher clubhouies went into the 
lower elubhouses, and on down, until one 
night he leaped out of a third story win- 
dow lo ood hit wretehednaif.

Of crurso tho.se of fur are the most 
esteemed, but braided cloth coniiioses 
some very pretty ones, while heavy, rough 
cloaking is also effectively employed for 
them. 


Hats, when they aro of any size, are 
usually lifted at the left side, inclining 
slightly toward the right, the hair, when 
thus displayed, 
being loosely waved 
throughout. 


Women w'ho amuse themselves by in­ 
dulging in all the fancies of the wardrulM 
have a sort of wrap which they wear over 
the peignoir during the prot^ess of hair 
dressing. This wrap is lurgo and loose, 
without sleeves, the armholes being fln- 
ished with a frill of lace or of the material. 


Tails as a border for fur capes are a lit- 
tie out of date, a frill of fur, more or less 
full, sometimes even fluted, being the 
newest finish.
